It loads from beneatli into a smot 7 Lh Liibular magazine, whith means smooth loading 
with no clip to lose! 

Anyone would be proud to own a shotgun lihc the Model 11. This handsome 
J, C Higgins model has a beautifully grained one-pieoc walnut stock, an casy-to-hold 
pistol grip, ami u precision-machined trigger inetihanisra for a smooth creep-free puIL 
The receiver is fitie alloy steel to withstand high breech pressure. An independent safety 
slides close to receiver for greatest possible proiecUoiu The barrel of high tensile strength 
steel has been proof-tested to Insure safe use even willi maximum loads. There is a non- 
glare metal bead from sight for fast, accurate aiming. 

rMPORTANT: - Before firing this gun he sure to elean the inside of barrel 
thoroughly of grease and any obstruct ions* 



CLEANING & LUBRICATING 

Your Model 11 is treated with new siliconized and polarized oil. This exclusive 
patented process gets down into the pores of the steel and protects against perspiration 
and other corrosive elements w’hich cause rust. This oil makes J. t, Higgins guns the 
most rust resistant of any guns you can buy. It gives the best lubrication of any oil 
tested. And it protects and Leaulihes stock and forearm. 

Exclusive use of J. C. Higgins ammunition praclirally eliminates any need for 
barrel cleaning. Should powder residue or any dirt accumulate in the barrel, however, 
it can lie easily removed. Hemove the bolt by rotating the holt handle upwards and 
then pulling it back. With the heel of the stock re.sting on the lloor, hold the gun 
barrel near the muzzle with the left hand. Push a brass cleaning brush soaked in 
solvent through the nuizzjle end of the barrel, ami work it up and down through the 
entire length of the bore. Follow this by wiping the bore with clean patches until the 
last one comes out unsoiled. A light protective filtii of Oil may be applied with a patch 
if desired, 

A J, C. Higgins Shotgun Cleaning Kit (availalde at any Sears’ Store or from the 
calalogue) includes all of these uocf^ary items for easy cleaning of your shutgun. A 
''once-overdighlly^" with a J. C, Higgins Silicone Cloth will completely protect outside 
surfaces of the gun from any rust due to linger prints or moisture, also. 

Periodically, dirt and fouling should he removed from the bolt, extractors, and 
olfier operating parts. This should he done with a tooth brush soaked in nitro solvent 
^included in J, C. Higgins Cleaning Kits). Following this, tliese parts should he wiped 
dry and oiled lightly. 



OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS 

TO MAKF, GUN .SAFE: Push safety button fright side of rer^eiver) forward until 
“pfiinter" is directly under "’S’" on receiver. H'his movement of safety locks Trigger, and 
gvm can not be fired. Always lock this safety when carrying gun loaded. 

TO DISASSEMBLE HOL'l' FUO.M RECEIVER: J. C. Higgins Model 11 is shipped 
with holt assembled in receive r. To disassemble boh from gun, remove stock, push 
cartridge lifter stop [lin out of receiver, fsee exploded view for f orreci [In) and pull 
down cartridge lifter. 'I’he boh ran nnw^ he pulled rearward out of receive.r, 

TO LOAD MAGAZINE; Rotate bolt handle upward, then pull holt handle back 
until carrier is in upward [losition. Turn gun upside dawn. Insert shells into magazine 
which holds two shells. To load third shell, turn gun to shooting position, insert front 
end of shell in ejection port and slide lor ward until it drops into carrier. 

TO LOAD CHAMBER: With safety hutlon on "safe" position and loaded :^hell in 
carrier, push luilt harulle forwurd and lock boll. Gun is now loaded and ready to fire. 

TO RELEASE SAFETY: When ready to. fire, move safety hutton to full rear position. 

TO REPEAT; Rotate luoh handle iipw-ard and pull to rear. This extracts fired shell 
from harrd. Push fiolt handle forward and downward, locking boh. (hm is ready to fire. 

TO ASSEMBLE STOCK : To assemble stock with action, fit action in stock and 
push to fidl rearward position. Tighten take screw’ in stock into the receiver. Tn take- 
down this shotgun, unscrew takedown screw, grasp theharreh ami lift ufiward dis- 
engaging it from the stock. 

It is advisable to ebet'k this takedown scresv after heavy firing to make sure it is 
always tightly assembled-
